When Bataan surrendered on 
April 9, 1942, it was Col, Rue 
therford’s task to organize men 
who escaped to Corregidor into 
units to bolster the isiand’s 
beach defenses. In all, some 
2,200 men managed to cross to 
the ‘Rock,’ as Corregidor was 
called, 

On the 
1942, 


night of May 5-6, 
the Japanese landed on 
Corregidor, and despite stiff 
opposition, secured a beache 
head, The next morning, ree 
alizing that further resistance 
would be futile, Gen, Waine 
wright surrendered, Col, Rue 
therford and the entire garri- 
son then became prisoners of 
war for more than thirty 
months.

Tax list proposal 
would save money 


The Board of Supervisors is consider- 
ing a proposal advanced by The Free 
Press and other weekly newspapers in 
the county concerning the publication of 


the delinquent tax lists. 


This publication is required annually 
by state law, to include the names of 
those who are delinquent in their taxes 
and the description of the property in- 


volved. 


In the past this entire publication has 
been awarded to one of the county’s five 
dailies each year, on a rotating basis. In 
1966, the list of all the county’s delin- 
quent taxpayers was published in the 
Fontana Herald-News. 
which have published the list are the 
Redlands Facts, the Ontario Report, the 
San Bernardino Telegram and the Colton 


Courier. 


Publishers of the county’s 
newspapers have long felt this system 
was not adequately fulfilling the purpose 
and intent of the law — that of inform- 
ing the citizens of governmental prob- 


lems affecting them.

To meet the requirements asked by tax 
collector G. Leon Gregory — that multi- 
ple publication not result in an increase 
in his administrative costs — The Free 
Press offered to be responsible for all 
typesetting, proof-reading and distribu- 
tion involved. 

This plan would save the county at 
least $5700 a year, perhaps more. It 
would result in publication of the list 
throughout the county, with local pub- 
lication for local delinquent property. 

Limited to a few newspapers, this 
publication has been a plum, amounting 
to more than $32,000 last year. Spread 
among 20 to 30 newspapers, it will not 
be so juicy. Weekly publishers have ad- 
vanced their plan not with the thought 
they will profit greatly from it, but that 
it would perform a better service at less 
cost to the taxpayers. 

There are two basic reasons behind 
the requirement for publishing the de- 
linquent tax lists — eitizens of each com-, 
munity should know who in their com- 
munity is not paying taxes; and, since 
tax-delinquent property eventually.is of- 
fered for sale if the: taxes are not paid, 
every resident in the county should have 
access to information on What property 
might become available. 

Supervisors will consiaer une week- 
lies’ proposal at their Jan. 23 meeting. 
We cannot see how they can do anything 
but accept it, when it is clear the county’ 
will be getting better service, at a lower 
price. 


Publisher voices strong protest 


on Municipal Court plan 


Mel Hodell, publisher of the 
Upland News, Cucamonga News 
and Montclair Tribune, voiced 
his disapproval of the proe 
posed Municipal Court plan in 
a letter dated Jan. 13 to Board 
of Supervisors’ Chairman Dae 
niel Mikesell. 

In his letter, Hodell said he 
strongly opposed killing of the 
West End justice courts but was 
in favor of separate Municipal 
Court Districts when the Up- 
land-Cucamonga and Chino 
areas reach the necessary 40,- 
000 population figure. 

Copies of the letter were 
also sent to each member of the 
Board of Supervisors and to 
state legislators, including 
State Sen, William Coombs and 
Assemblymen John Quimby and 
John V. Briggs.

A court system is fundamene 
tal to a community, and this 
means a district, not a branch 
or being part of a gigantic 
spread-alleover district. 

Froin what I have observed 
to this date, your proposal to 
kill off the justice courts has 
aroused official groups in the 
West End of the County--ex- 
cepting Ontario, of course--bee 
cause it strikes at their very 
existence as a separate entity.

Publisher's column 
prompts jury probe 


San Bernardino County’s jury 
and court coordinator, Alvin L. 
Short, was among those singled 
out in the 1966 Grand Jury re- 
port for criticism in the cone 
duct of his position. 

The report in its findings 
read; ‘Wellefounded com- 
plaints were investigated that 
showed briefings of prospective 
jurors by the jury and court 
coordinator were frequently 
lengthy and far exceeded the 
scope, authority, and propriety 
of this office.’’ 


The Grand Jury then recome 
mended that ‘‘steps be taken to 
guarantee that the authority of 
this office not be exceeded in 
discussing elements of cases 
appearing on the Superior Court 
calendar.”’ 


The report also noted that the 
judiciary of the Superior Court 
has already taken ‘corrective 
action’? in regard to the com- 
plaints against Short. 


The Grand Jury investigation 
into the jury coordinator’s pre- 
trial briefings were prompted 
by Mel Hodell, publisher of this 
newspaper, who was called for 
jury duty in November, 


In his column of Dec, # in 
this newspaper, Hodell reported 
he was ‘‘shocked’’ by Short’s 
remarks during a 75-minute ine 
doctrination talk given the 
jurors prior to a trial of a 
man charged with murder, Short 
included in his remarks that 
confessions had already been 
made by the defendant and that 
it was ‘fan open andshutcase.” 


Hodell described the brief- 
ing as ‘‘hair-raising if one & 
interested in the administration 
of justice in our courts’? while 
noting that Short might have 
flagrantly violated the rights 
of the defendant in view of 
recent high court decisions. 


Dear Mr. Hodell: 
The League of Women Vo- 


ters of West San Bernardino 
County took note of the cov- 
erage of the court consolida- 
tion as presented in the Wed- 
nesday, January 11, edition of 
your newspaper, 

You expressed concern as t 
the disposition of two county 
court buildings, if the justice 
courts of Cucamonga and Upland 
are abolished, Perhaps you am 
your readers would like some 
accurate information on the 
ownership of these two build- 
ings. The building used by the 
Cucamonga Justice Court is 
owned by Mr. Carl Masingale, 
and is leased by the County 
for $325 a month. This lease 
was entered into in October, 
1965. 

The building used by the Up- 
land Justice Court is owned 
by Mr. Joe Brand, andis leased 


ao by the County for $350 a month. 


The remarks were made to 
Hodell and 29 other prospective 
jurors and not only included 
the statement that confessions 
had been obtained from the mure 
der defendant but covered such 
other subjects as divorce, ju. 
venile delinquency, crime, 
morals, world histery andcome 
pared the United States with 
the fall of Rome and the fell 
of Sparta, 


“And America is going 
straight down the line as they 
did, just as straight as the 
rail in the courtroom in front 
of us,’ Hodell quoted Short 
as telling the jurors. 


Hodell also reported that 
Short said the murder trial was 
expected to last five days and 
that since there were confese 
sions it made it an open and 
shut case, although the de. 
fendant probably would plead 
not guilty. 


The publisher found these 
remarks particularly objece 
tionable and told short his ree 
marks were irregular and tende 
ed to bias the prospective jury, 
He went on to tell Short that 
he could not go into court with 
a free mind and was excused 
from jury duty. Another juror 
who agreed with Hodell was 
similarly excused, 


The publisher promptly ree 
ported Short’s briefing to Sue 
period Court Judge Joseph 
Ciano, scheduled to preside at 
the trial. Judge Clano ordered 
Hodell back on the prospective 
juror list while apologizing for 
Short’s remarks, 


Short later said the Hodell 
incident was the first of its 
kind in his nearly 11 years as 
juror coordinator while admite 
ting that ‘‘an error can’t be 
excused and I find no fault 
with Hodell’s criticism of me.’’ 
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The lease expires in October, 
1967, with an option for two 
additional years, 


As you may remember, our 
League made a study of the 
judicial districts of the western 
area of San Bernardino County 
in 1966. The consensus of our 
League was: 

“The League of Women Voe 
ters of West San Bernardino

This was not mentioned in 
the 1966 report. 

The report devoted the most 
space to the County General 
Hospitale-six pages. Its prie 
mary criticism here seemed to 
be aimed at Hospital Adminis. 
trator Clifford M, Thayer, al- 
though no specific shortcomings 
or failures were noted, 

The report suggested that the 
hospital needs “a well-quall- 
fied hospital administrator with 
demonstrated abiiity through 
years of personal experience of 
handling the many complex 
problems in matters of finance, 
business and persormnel mane 
agement .. . and recommends 
the appointment of such a 
trained administrator.”’ 

The report said that Thayer's 
experience ‘fall appears to have 
been gained within the County 
General Hospital, Upon the 
completion of 4 oneeyear proe 
gram of required studies and 
certification thereof from 4 
local business college, he was 
employed for three and onee 
half years in the county pur- 
chasing department, Thereafter 
followed nine years of service 
is assistant superintendent of 
the County Charity Hospital and 
six years to the present time

Thayer’s salary, the report 
said, was ‘‘withir the compe. 
titive range offered to welle 
qualified professional persons 
of this highly specialized field,”’ 

Changes in transforming the 
hospital from a purely chari- 
table institution to a hospital 
of the private, non-profit type 
demand an administrator ‘who 
can meet the greater challenges 
posed by such changing patterns 
of health care,’’ 

In his foreword to the report, 
Jury Foreman Allan G, Smith 
of Ontario and superintendent 
of the Chaffey Union HighSc hool 
District, sald the Grand Jury 
felt the county should ‘‘resist
